~ _ATALK WITH COLONEL LINGINGSTON. 


Qoelonel Goodyear’s Scheme for Deepen- 
ing the Channel at Brunswick 
5 Adopted by the House. 


Washington, July 18.—(Specialj)—At 
2 o'clock tomorrow the house will vote 
upon the $5,000,000 world’s fair ap- 
propriation. The loboy claims the appro- 
priation’ will be adopted, but the best 
posted members predict a majority of 
twenty-five or more against it. If the 
Majority against it is large, the senate 
will recede very soon, but should the vote 
be close, it is believed that the senate 
will decline to recede and a deadlock will 
result. In that event adjournment might 
be delayed several weeks, for there are a 
Buinber of members of the house who 
would never give in.. 

Deepening the Brunswick Channel. 

The house passed a bill today that will 
make the people of Brunswick happy. 
For some time they have been urging the 
house, through Colonel Lester and Mr. 
Turner, to pass a separate bill for the 
fleepening of the channel across the outer 
bar of the harbor. Mr. C. P. Goodyear 
proposed to do the work by the use of 
dynamite for $10,000 for every foot he 
deepened the channel. 

The river and harbor committee report- 
ed a bill providing to pay him $10,000 
B® foot, and if he succeeded in deepening 
the channel six feet to pay him $100,000. 
If he fails in the project he is to get 
nothing. The government engineers esti- 
mate that it would cost over two tuillion 


dollars to get a 26-foot channel over the 


bar. Colonel Goodyear’s offer to make 


F _ . the channel that deep was such a fair one 


that the house accepted it by passing

BUSINESS IN THE. HOUSE, 


It Was Suspension Day, but Not Much Was 
Done. 


Washjngton, July 18.—This was sus- 
pension day in the house, but unlike its 
predecessor of a fortnight ago, no great 
party measures were brought forward. 

Mr. Lester, of Georgia, moved to sus- 
pend the rules and pass the bill for the 
improvement of the outer bar at Bruns- 
wick, Ga. Agreed to. 

Mr. Smith, of Arizona, moved to sus- 
pend the rules and pass the senate bill 
submitting to the court of private land 
claims the title of William McGarrahan 
to Rancho Panoche Grande, in the state 
of California. 

“This is one of the oldest claims pending 
before congress. It has, been before the 
national legislature for more than a quar- 
ter of a century and has always found 
earnest friends as it has found determined 
enemies, 

The motion was agreed to—yeas, 143; 
nays, 46. The bill has never before pa 
both houses. 

The bill was passed authorizing the sec- 
retary of the treasury to obtain, by direct 
selection or competition of architects, plans 
and specifications for public buildings to be 
erected under the supervision of the treas- 
ury department and providing local super- 
vision of their construction.

To make at estimate of thirty members 
being present this evening would not be 
an exaggeration on one hand, nor an un- 
der-numeration on the other.

Mr. Newberry, of Illinois, spoke in favor 
of an appropriation of $5, ,000 and pre- 
dicted that the fair would be a glorious 
success. 

Mr. W. A. Stone, of Pennsylvania, would 
not hesitate to vote for an appropriation, 
although he thought that the Sunday clos- 
ing provision should prevail. 

Mr. Brosius, of Pennsylvania, earnestly 
advocated the appropriation, but attached 
to his adyocacy was the non-liquor proviso. 

Mr. Babbitt, of Wisconsin, made an elo- 
quent temperance speech. 

Mr. Mcleighan, of Nebraska, spoke in 
favor of the free coinage of silver. 

Mr. Ray, of New York, was in favor of 
the appropriation notwithstanding the fact 
that the fair had been taken from the Em- 
pire City of New York and given to the 
comparatively unknown town of Chicago. 
Laughter.) He believed in keeping the 

nbbath day holy. 

Mr. Butler, of lowa, was opposed to any 
appropriation for the world’s fair except 
such as was absolutely necessary for the 
government exhibits. He was especially 
opposed, on constitutional grounds, to any 
proviso which would close the fair on Sun- 
day or would prevent the sale 6f liquors 
on the fair grounds.

THE HATCH BILL. 


It Is Aimed Against Making Contracts 
for Future Delivery, 


AND WOULD CRIPPLE TRADE IN COTTON 


The Government Itself Buys on 
Future Delivery. 


TOM WATSON AND THE FORCE BILL. 


Why He Objected to Having 10,000 Cope 
ies of It Printed for Distribu- 
tion. Among Members. 


Washington, July 18.—(Special.)—The 
opponents of the Hatch and Washburn 
bills, known- as the anti-option bills, are 
circulating an argument prepared by 
Latham, Alexander & Co., of New York. 

This circular makes the point that the 
anti-option bills are really aimed against 
making contracts for the future delivery of 
the products mentioned in them. It says: 

Men do not buy or sell cotten on options; 
they simply buy and sell coniracts for the de 
livery of cotton, as men can buy and sell con- 
tracts which cover all species of merchandise. 
The government of the United States buys 
its supplies for the army and navy and other 
purposes to be delivered at future dates from 
individuals who have none of the supplies 
on hand at the date of sale. 

The banks of all the largest cities in the 
United States make settlements daily of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars through their 
clearing houses when the balances between 
them will only amount to but few millions; 
still, all their checks are properly paid through 
the clearing houses without risk with little 
expense and the saving of time which is 
precious. 

One merchant might sell one  thou- 
sand bales of cotton at 10 1-2 cents, and the 
month afterwards buy it back from the same 
merchant at 11 cents. In such a case it 
would be absurd to make an actual delivery 
of the cotton when the difference of only 1-2 
a cent a pound could be adjusted by the giving 
of a check for a very small amount. 

The contract system causes a uniformity in 
prices, and under this system stipply and de- 
mand are controlling features. Men who buy 
and sell contracts are as likely to buy as to 
sell, and the influence that they exert is as 
great on one side of the market as on the 
other. The idea prevails that men who sell 
cotton short, that is, who do not have it in 
their absolute possession at the time of sale, 
depress the price, This 1s erroneous, for it 
is a fact that a large short interest lends 
strength to the market, because these sellers 
at some time must buy back the cotton sold, 
Were there no short. interest in the market 
the price of cotton would depend largely upon 
consumptive demands, 

The passage of a bill prohibiting the making 
of cotton contracts would render the planter. 
to a certain extent helpless. Instead of 
moving his crop to market in three or four 
months it might require him twelve months 
to dispose of it, because he could not rely 
upon any demand but a purely consumptive 
one. He would have his money tied up at a 
time when he has to meet obligations that 
were made on account of moneys furnished 
him to tTaise the crop. Many planters rely 


upon their country menchants for advances. 


The .country merchants rely upon the. city 
merchants, The city merchants rely upon the 
city banks and the city banks rely upon New 
York banks to a large extent. Should the 
southern markets become congested and the 
crop could not be readily moved, credit based 
upon this great commodity would have to be 
extended, it would be greatly shaken, because 
unless the crop could be moved to Europe 
rapidly where it is held at low rates of in- 
terest, parties interested could not reasonably 
hope to meet their obligations promptly. 

The reason that eotton is so acceptable as 
collateral, and is so readily handled is, be- 
cause future values can in a measure be ascer- 
tained, and contracts protect a holder of 
actual cotton, because they can be sold when 
cotton in a warehouse cannot be sold. 

An operator who buys cotton largely in the 
south, who ships it to Europe by sail on ac- 
count of the low freight, would curtail his 
operations at once, because it would be im- 
possible for him to protect his purchasers 
by sale of contracts while his cotton was in 
transit, and he might be subjected to large 
losses in conseqnence. The system now en- 
ables cotton spinners in the south and north 
as well to provide for the sale of their goods 
in advance of their production. On this ac 
count they become large buyers of contracts 
and accept offers of cotton at specified dates. 
By this means their business is rendered more 
certain, and their mills are constantly em- 
ployed on their orders for the future delivery 
of goods. 

The southern planters shipped last year 
nearly six million bales of cotton to Europe. 
and tpon. the Furopean. markets they must 
rely. Should the contract business. be 
abolished in this country, it would, no doubt, 
be transferred to Liverpool. If so, English 
orerstors and English spinners, who have to 
buy six million bales of our cotton, would 
naturally endeavor to keep prices down to the 
lowest point poseéble.

ENDORSED THE BISHOP. 


The Pope Favors Archbishop Ireland's Fair- 
bault Scheme. 

Rome, July 18.—To requests for informa- 
tien, which arrived from several quarters, 
the vatican and propaganda answer that the 
holy see has approved of the action of Mon- 
signor Ireland regarding Stillwater and Fair- 
bault and for all places where the decrees of 
the council of Baltimore cannot be applied. 
The. pepe receiving the pupils of the prop. 
randa, delivered au animated eulogy on Arch- 
Bievon Ire'and, praising his many virtues, 
bis vigor as a thinker and his energy in 
action. The archbishop, he said, was a true 
republican and a genuine democrat and since 
leaving Rome had done good work for the 
church in Paris. These remarks were re- 
ceived with enthusiasm «by . those present. 
They have made a nerally profound im- 
pression, as showing that the archbishop has 
thé confidence of the holy father. 

Certain. cardinals have been renewing the 
pressure on the pe to respond ditectly to 
the French Catholic royalists, but his holiness 
remains firm in his intention to make no reply. 
Piigrimages for the especial jubilee of the 
pope will take place from October 15, 1892, 
until April 15, 1893. They will open with a 
great pilgrim gathering of French workmen, 
conducted by Count de Mun and Cardi 
Langenieux. 

Von Schoezer’s Craftiness. . 

The pope will create new cardinals on the 
eve of his jubilee, February 19th. His holi- 
néss has adjourned the eardinal consistories 
in spite of the considerable number of vacan- 
cies, chiefly because the powers forming the 
triple alliance are making unheard of efforts 
to get their friends into the sacred college 
in view of a future conclave. Apropos to 
the recall of Von Schloezer, as Prussian minis- 
ter at the vatican, it. may be stated that Von 
Schloezer was a confidant of Bismarck, crafty 
and mixing much in society. He was for a 
time a leading influence in Rome. Intimate 
with Galfmberti, he suéceeded through him 
in getting the pope to approve the septennate.

The novelty of the concern makes it in- 
teresting if it had no other feature to in- 
vite the consideration and ready recogni- 
tion of the citizens of Georgia. 

But it has other such features. 

Tt will be a convention of earnest work- 
ingmen. A conyention of laborers fresh 
from the fields of cotton and corn—men 
whose hoes or whose plows will stand idle 
on the farm until their political work is 
done and they return to take them up 
again and begin the furrow where ‘twas 
left. 

This gives the assurance that the conven-» 
tion will be made up of serious citizens, 
who come to Atlanta to do something, and 
who will do it quickly and go back home. 

They come to Atlanta to put out a state 
ticket—the first state ticket other than 
demoertic that has been before the voters 
of Georgia for many a day. 

Who Will Be Here. 

Senator Ellington, of McDuffie, will be 
at the state convention. His intimate 
relations with Congressman Watson, the 
acknowledged leader of the third party in 
Georgia, makes it a matter of conjecture 
that he will be here and will represent Mr. 
Watson as well as McDuffie county in the 
counsels of war to ensue. 

Colonel C, C. Post will be at the conven- 
tion to call it to order—for that is his au- 
thority. 

Colonel Peek, of Rockdale, has recovered 
from his recent injuries and will certainly 
be in the convention hall. He is promi- 
nently mentioned for governor on the new 
party's platform, and as no one else is 
mentioned of late days in that connection 
it seems no longer doubtful as to his nomi- 
nation. 

Ellington for Alliance President. 

In fact, Ellington, who was first men- 
tioned in this connection, seems to have for- 
bidden the use of his name, and drawn all 
of his attentions to some other point in 
view. 

His friends declare he wants to be presi- 
dent of the state alliance, and further de- 
clare that he shall have it. 

“It is determined, it is fixed that Elling- 
ton shall be the alliance president,” spoke 
one of the new party agitators yesterday. 

Whether the state alliance has fixed the 
question is a matter for the future alone 
to disclose. 

Tom Watson Not Coming. 


Tom Watson will not be in attendance 
on the convention. 

That is what the leaders say. “He is 
going to sit out the death watch of the pres- 
ent congress,” one of them said yesterday, 
“and will not be able to leave his duties 
there to come to this convention or any 
other political convention. 

“When congress adjourns Mr. Watson 
will come home and not before. He was 
sent there to stay to the end, and there he 
will stay.”

A Baying of Lowell’s—Hardy’s Last Novel 
and Ite Moral—The Wonderful Bal- 
* Jad of “Tomlinson.” 


We have sailed along for a week of pleasant 
last we saw the shore; and it will 

three days more before we land at Liver- 
am fond of these Boston steamers 


James Russell Lowell, who was twice my 
fellow passenger on this stanch steamer. ‘“‘I 
like to have room for my elbows,”’ he used 
to say, “and one gets it here; and I like to be 
at sea long enough to know where lam.” I 
sympathize with this preference of Mr. Low- 
ell’s, and I find a charming vacation from the 
commonplace engrossments of the land in 
these long June days that I am at liberty to 
make as idie or as busy as I choose. 

There are pleasant people to talk with. 
Lawyers who could give Julian Hawthorne 
@nd Inspector Byrnes plots for a hundred 
@xciting and mysterious tales; clergymen who 
believe in the strictest creed of the Puritans, 
and others for whom the broadest humanity 
of the Unitarians is not too generous. Here 
fs a pretty actress; here another little Eng- 
lish Lord Fauntleroy, who calls his mother 
“Gearest,”” and devotes himself like a little 
knight to her service. Here is the typical 
Boston girl, wise and witty, and by no means 
Gisdainful of good gowns. Here is a Chris- 
tian Scientist, a very good angel of a woman, 
fn whose touch, surely, there should be heal- 

g; and, of course, she is from Boston. I 
* Wonder if there are any Christian Scientists 
fm London? In short, there is the usual va- 
riety of passengers one finds on a favorite 
and therefore a full steamer. 

And then there are those other friends— 
the books one takes into one’s cabin and 
lives within, in companik.nship as real as 
that of any of the people with whom one 
talks, and more intimate. I have read the new 
volumes of poems by Rudyard Kipling and 
William Ernest Henley, and I have read once 
More that unrhymed tragedy, ‘“‘Tess of the 
@’Urbervilles.’’ People have been talking 
bus‘ly about ‘“‘Tess’’ for more than six months. 
and the tale is not yet an old story. I read it, 
of course, when it first came out; but, like 
all that Thomas Hardy has written. it is a 
book one returns to again aud again, and 
eiways with fresh interest. ‘“‘Does it not be- 
long in the ‘locked bookcase?’’’ asks a 
Goubter at my elbow. No—unless the Bible 
belongs there, and Shakespeare, and ‘The 
Idyl of Launcelet’ and “Guenevere.”’ It is 
the story of a human heart—a heart in its 
@ssence pure and strong-—and it told by a 
master in fiction, poet, seer and philosopher, 
all in one. Alone, almost among his contem- 
reraries, Thomnas Hardy has the courage to 
ma'ntain that it is not the weak who should 
be punished, but the strong; and that it is 
the tempter, and not his victim, who de- 
serves our scorn. So much for the moral 
(which is never by any chance obtruded) of 


this matchless tale—its pathos, its passion, its, 


poetry. what words would suffice fitly to 


praise? 

There is no man who writes of pleasant life 
with such insight, such power, such absolute 
comprehension, as does the author of ‘‘Tess.” 
I heard him speak once of a book it was just 
then the fashion to praise and which dealt 
with a tragedy in humble life. “It’s not the 
rigut thing,’’ he said, “She looks down at 
her people, and pats them on the head. Her 
attitude is all wrong.’”’ Hardy does not pat 
his peasants on the head; he does not look 
down at them, but with level gaze straight 
into their eyes; straighter still, into their 
hearts, The angel of justice could hardly 

them better; the angel of mercy could 
hardly deal with them more generously and 
gently. Hitherto “The Return of the Na- 
tive’’ has seemed to me Hardy’s masterpiece; 
but I think even that is surpassed by this 
story of ‘‘Tess,”’ so splendid, so terrible and 
yet so piteous. 

Few, indeed, are the writers of today who 
give me so much satisfaction as does Rud- 
yard Kipling, whether he disport himself in 
prose or rhyme, whether he wrote such match- 
less tales as ‘‘Without Benefit of Clergy,” or 
“The Man Who Would Be King,” or ‘The 
Incarnation of Krishna Mulvaney,”’ or such 
altogether incomparable ballads as ‘‘East and 
West,”’ or “Gunga Din,” or “Fuzzy Wuzzy.’’ 
Then, in this new volume, ‘Ballads and Bar- 
rack Room. Ballads,’”’ there is ‘‘Tomlinson,”’ 
and I would give more for ‘‘Tomlinson’”’ than 
for many a volume of ethics. I wish Robert 
Browning could have had the sympathetic 
pleasure of reading it. Robert Browning, 
who himself wrote: 

**The sin I impute to each frustrate ghost 
Is the unlit lamp, and the ungirt loin.” 

It was The National Observer, the paper 
William Ernest Henley edits, that first had 
the courage to publish this strenuous protest 
against the do-nothing kind of morality. 
‘Tomlinson gave up the ghost in his house in 
Berkeley square, and a spirit gripped him by 
the hair and took him to that gate where St.

Henley, there are two things only in common 
~—originality and strength. The work of neither 
of them could be mistaken for that of any 
other man. Henley is a master of epithet. 
His adjectives are like the brush—strokes of 
an impressionist artist. Who else in the 
world could make you so behold this which 
Mr. Whistler would call a nocturne? 
“Trees and the menace of night; 
Then the long, lonely, leaden mere, 
Backed by a desolate fell 
As by a spectral battlement; and then, 
Low-breoding, interpenetrating all, 
A vast, gray, listless, inexpressive sky. 
So beggared, so incredibly bereft 
Of starlight and the song of racing worlds, 
It might have bellied down upon the void 
nese, as in terror. Light was beginning 
e.’ 


The very phrase “inexpressive sky’’ makes 
you see it all. Under this lifeless dome a 
great white moth fades imsorably past, and 
that line, too, is a picture, such as no other 
than Henley could have painted. 

One of the most noticeable things in Mr. 
Henley’s work is the successful audacity of 
his experiments in meter. His lines, now 
short, now long, and always bravely musical, 
haunt the ear by virtue of their very strange- 
ness. They are strenuous, picturesque, and 
above all, they are individual—Henley, and 
no one else} past or present. But our poet 
proves by many of the numbers in_ this 
volume that he has no need of eccentricity 
with which to emphasize himself, for when 
he writes in measures familiar to othér poets 
he is still lord of his own domain. How full 
of weird suggestions is, for instance, this 
brief lyric: 

“One with the ruined sunset, 
The strange forsaken sands, 
What is it waits and wanders, 
And signs with desperate hands? 


“What is it calls im the twilight— 
Calls as its chance were vain? 

The cry of a gull sent seaward, 
Or the voice of an ancient pain? 


“The red ghost of the sunset, 
It walks them as its own— 
These dreary and desolate roaches— 
But that it walked alone!” 


And who has ever told more briefly and 
more vividly the story of the two, who, hav- 
ing loved once, love no longer, but meet in 
the light of common day, than it is told in 
these following stanzas: 
“You played and sang a snatch of song, 

A song that all too well we know, 

But whither had flown the ancient wrong; 
d was it really I and you? 


I, since the end of life’s to live, 
nee the common debt, 


And pay in 
What should it cost us to forgive 
Whose daily task is to forget? 


‘"You babbled in the well-known voice— 

‘Not now not now,’ the words you said. 
You touched me off that famous ey

Golden Words. 

In an address delivered a few Gays cgo 
to the confederate veterans at Jackson, 
Chief Justice Campbell, of Mississippi, 
declared that public sentiment was respon- 
sible for the lawlessness and violence and 
the lynchings reported from various local- 
ities in the south. 

Justice Campbell in the course of his 
remarks said: 

Behold the terrible, practical consequences 
of this evil state of things, this loosening of 
the reins of law, this lowering the standard of 
pitlic justice. A man of epirit is libeled or 
beaten. What is he to do? Sue? The fin- 
ger of derision would be pointed at him. 
Have the assailant indicted? He knows that 
will amount to but little. Shall he nurse hig 
humiliation and wear the degradation he 
krows will be his in the popular estimation, 
or shall he with strong hands become his 
own averger and wipe ont in blood the stain 
on bis name? He is a murderer, and yet 
who does not pity him who is put to this test? 
That is the common ccurse, and for it the 
public is responsible. I today indict the people 
on this charge. They know it is true, and 
must plead guilty at the bar of conscience. 
The men who sustained the shock of war, and 
brave confederate veterans are they who can 
do such, should do all they can to correct this 
great evil which afflicts our land with its 
blighting influence. We must exalt society, 
and compel individuals to submit to it. 

He said that public opinion had banish- 
ed the duello, and it would be able to ban- 
ish the evil practice of individual redress 
of wrongs. The ex-confederates should 
take the lead. Their courage would never 
be doubted, and their fellow citizens see- 
ing them yielding in every case to the 
orderly course of justice, instead of right- 
ing their own wrongs, would follow their 
example. As the speaker put it: 

It is the law—the expression of the will of 
organized society—that all must look for the 
preservation and protection of everything that 
makes life dear. Without law there is tyran- 
ny, anarchy, destruction, ruin and misery. 
There will be law-—the will of the state, just, 
regular, uniform, protecting right and redres- 
sing wrong by the methods of organized so- 
ciety, or irregular law, the offspring of pas- 
sion, the decree of force—the rule of might 
controlled by excited passions confounding the 
innocent and the guilty, right and wrong as 
passions sway. : 

The only safety for society is in just such 
laws, impartially and faithfully administered, 
with none too low to receive their care and 
protection, and none too high to be subject to 
their restraint. I appeal to all to strive by 
teaching and example to bring about this 
desirable state of things. 

It gives us peculiar pleasure to quote 
these extracts from Justice Campbell's 
address because they are directly in line 
with our recent editorials on the power of 
public opinion rightly directed. We point- 
ed out the churches and church people 
as the most potential factors in the forma- 
tion of a Christian public sentiment, but 
we heartily agree with the learned Missis- 
sippi jurist that the ex-confederates have 
it in their power to work wonders. They 
are the very flower of the south, and their 
chivalry is the theme of song and story 
in all quarters of the globe. When such 
men abandon the habit of taking the law 
into their own hands in caséS of insult 
or injury, and seek justice in the courts 
our hot-blooded young men will follow the 
new fashion. 

Naturally, such a state of affairs will 
greatly strengthen the courts, and judges 
and juries will be more careful than ever 
in protecting the rights of persons and 
property, and in punishing the violators of 
those rights. The golden words of Justice 
Campbell should be printed in every news- 
paper in the land. 


Facts and Photographs. 

The zeal of converts is proverbial, and 
the performances of Colonel John A. 
Cockerill in behalf of the republican party 
whose doctrines he has been denouncing 
for years are striking enough to stale and 
wither the proverb itself.

This might go far toward convincing 
Colenel Cockerill, but The Constitution 
would still be in doubt. As matters stand 
he does not believe that negroes are per- 
mitted to vote in the south, and we know, 
on the authority of the northern nerroes 
themselves, that they are not ;ermitted 
to work side by side with white men in 
apy trade or profession. The hostlers, 
coachmen and whitewashers may be 
chummy enough, but are the negroes per- 
mitted to earn their living according to 
their capacity and desires? 

So far as the voting of the negroes in 
the south is concerned, it is to be feared 
that Colonel Cockerill, fresh and enthu- 
siastic as he is, will have to train them 
how to do it. Garfield's was the last 
republican name that struck on the ne- 
gro’s political ear, and even that uame 
created no stir. The blacks’ would walk 
twenty miles and sit up all night to vote 
for Grant; he represented something; his 
name was coupled with that of Lincoln. 
In a measure Garfield attracted their at- 
tention, but when Grant was no longer 
a candidate their interest in voting died 
out. 

It ig not necessary to intimidate voters 
who do not go to the polls, and who do 
not know when election day comes. Col- 
onel Cockerill ought to see to it that some 
of the orators of his party are hippodrom- 
ed through this interesting section in or- 
der that the negroes may be aroused from 
their apathy. Not one in a thousand 
would go out to hear the orators, but the 
movement would be a guarantee of good 
faith. It would show that the republicans 
had not abandoned their alleged voters 
to the ku-klux and the bulldozers.

As to Gold Exports. 

Some of the New York newspapers are 
inclined to treat the gold exports, to 
which we referred yesterday, with some 
degree of seriousness. Yet the banks are 
far more serious than the newspapers. 
They have given the situation a consider- 
able twist by refusing to pay out vold to 
customers, sending them to the subtreas- 
ury. 

This will, of course, further increase 
the drain of gold out of the treasury, 
wherefore the banks are advising the 
treasury not to pay out gold for legal 
tender notes, but to hold all it nas and 
try to absorb more. 

If the banks have really refused to pay 
out gold, as some of the papers say—we 
believe the statement is made in the mar- 
ket report. of The Herald—then we have 
seen the beginning of the folly that will 
carry the country to the single silver 
standard. For when the banks of New 
York refuse to pay out gold, other banks 
will follow suit. This will amount to a 
discrimination between gold and silver, 
and then—biff!—the silver standard is es- 
tablished! Gold will go to a premium, 
and the very contingency which Wall 
street is clamoring against would arise. 
Moreover, it would be precipitated by 
Wall street itself, with John Shermen 
and his silver law as smiling silent part- 
ners.

Stand by the Manufacturers. 


Editor Constitution—Your articles on manu- 
facturing enterprises, that should be attracted 
and retained in Atlanta, and encouraged by 
Atlanta capital, is the uppermost subject in 
the minds of the yg * business men. Mr. 
Kirkpatrick, of Bain & rkpatrick, a courte- 
ous ntleman with whom I have had fre- 
quent conversations upon this subject, and 
who is alive to the necessity of Atlanta's pres- 
ent and future greatness, has spoken in no un- 
certain tones upon this wide-awake subject. 
Mr. Kirkpatrick, who is well read and versed 
in how to get manufacturers to locate, favors 
the plan adopted by all wide-awake cities, 
as Detroit, Denver, Rahway, Newark, Eliza- 
bethtown and the hosts of cities of Pennsy!l- 
vania, Connecticut, Massachusetts, New York, 
Ohio and Indiana—that is, for the citizens to 
take stock, as far as possible, in ali laudable 
eL_terprises, exempt them from taxation for 
a specified time, and buy from them their 
g to the exclusion of outside markets. In 
other words, protection to home enterprise, 
home capital and home industry. 

We have near us vast deposits of iron, coal 
and the fluxes.

ONLY A SMALL ATTENDANGE PRESENT. — 


A Brass Band Fails to Draw a Big Crowd, 
Five Speeches Were Made and the 
Democratic Party Abused. 


The republicans “had their say” last night 
in the-basement of the courthouse.

Barring the applause that greeted the at 
tacks made upon the democratic party and 
the abuse heaped upon the standard bear- 
ers there was little or no demonstration, 
whatever, and the meeting, as far as being 
a rally for Harrison and Reid is concerned, 
was a most delightful failure.

NEW YORK, July 18—The stability of Saturday in 
the Liverpool market gave place today to a weaker 
feeling. and prices for futures at the close, which was 
easy are $-64d lower than Saturday.

TEACHERS IN CAMP. 


They Are Going to School Again and 
Roughing It, : 


AND CALL IT A NORMAL COLLEGE. 


They Are Having a Fairly Good Time 
and Are Getting Valuable 
Instruction, 


School Commissioner Bradwell was back 
at his office yesterday after a week spent 
at the normal college, Athens. 

This is the first normal the state has ever 
had and it was inaugurated under great 
difficulties. But the first few days there 
were 227 teachers in attendance and there 
are 100 now, and there will be about that 
number right on until September. 

It is a, good deal like camp life, but the 
teachers are enjoying it, Captain Bradwell 
says. ‘The state had no money to help de- 
fray expenses. Gaptain Bradwell raked 
and scraped, though, to get enough in sight 
to warrant him to try the experiment. 

To give an idea of how the teachers are 
getting on it may be mentioned that gee 
one had to carry a sheet, blanket and pil- 
low, and they are not sleeping on mattress- 
es, but on the cots. They say that they 
do not need mattresses this hot weather. 

The State university gave the old Rock 
college and grounds and the Gilmer fund, 
which amounts to about one thousand dol- 
lars a year. ‘The city of Athens gave $500 
to fix up the building and buy furniture. 
From the Peabody fund Captain Bradwell 
had about eight hundred dollars, but it could 
be used only in a certain way. Then by 
summoning the teachers from five counties 
the commissioner got $125 more, $25 from 
each county. 

Some of the teachers are living at the col- 
lege and others are in town, two miles away. 

Groceries were bovght by the wholesale, 
cooks were employed, and the boarding is 
given at actual cost, $2.50 a week. “And 
1 tell you, we live up there, too,” says the 
commissioner, “We had the gig out 
to dinner one day, and he said he enjoyed it 
as much as any hotel dinner in Atlanta.” 

The teechers are crowded into the rooms. 
One room contains seven ladies. The teach- 
ers are in school from 9 to 12 o’clock a. 
m., and from 3 to 5 o’clock p. m. A con 
cert or some kind of entertainment is given 
every night by the teachers. 

Captain Bradwell lectured on school law 
and the duties of teachers. 

Captain Bradwell says that the college is 
doing marked good. It is brightening up 
the teachers and they are taking a great 
interest in the work. Chancellor Boggs 
Professor Barrow, Professor Morris an 
Professor aye of the university, drop in 
occasionally and help the professors out. 

For three days there was an institute at 
another point for the volored teachers. 

Captain Bradwell leaves tonight for Sa- 
vannah, where tomorrow he will open a 
teachers’ institute under the Peabody fund. 
This will run about twenty-five days. Su- 
perintendent W. H. Baker, of Savannah’s 
publie schools, will take charge of this in- 
stitute when the school commissioner leaves. 
Mr. Baker will be assisted by Mr. Gannon, 
Mrs. Harden and Mr. Zettler, of Macon. 

There will be an institute for the color- 
ed teachers in Savannah, too, and it will be 
in charge ef Professor Wright and Floyd 
Nelson, who will be assisted from time to 
time by white teachers. , 

Next Monday Captain Bradwell will open 
a similar institute in Americus. The in- 
structors there will be Professor Charles 
Lane, of the Technological; Superintend- 
ent A. 1. Branham, Brunswick; Superintend- 
ent Harper, Americus; Walter. }rederick, 
Marshaliville. 

There will be an institute there for the 
colored teachers also.
